W ASHINGTON, November 2.—Reports from 
Louisiana show that Gov. Kellogg is having 
avery hardfightin his race for Congress, 
and it would not be at all surprising if he 
would be found wanting when the votes are 
counted. There, asat many other points, 
the country over, members of the party have 
rebelled at what they felt to be personal dic- 
tation, and the opposition taking courage 
from this, has renewed the fight with in- 
creased vigor, and with prospect of success. 
The contest in Kellogg’s district is very ex- 
citing, and the leading Democrats of the 


State, including Governor Fem | are turn- 
ing their attention to it, and are determined 
to defeat him if possible. 

ABSENT CLERKS.

Lonpox, November 2.—Herr Janzon, who 
was correspondent of the Stockholm Dag- 
blad, has addressed a letter from Rome to 
the Cologne Gazette on the subject of the ac- 
cusation brought by the representative of 
the latter journal in Egypt as to the massacre 
of wounded Egyptians at Tel-el-Kebir, of 
which the Swedish writer, among 
others, was cited by his Ger- 
man colleague as a witness. Herr Janzon 
writes: When, on the morning of the 13th, 
1 arrived at Arabi’s fortifications, the strug- 
gie within the intrencliments was over. Not 
the least resistance was being offered. 
Hundreds of dead and wounded covered the 
ground. As I passed in through one of the 
gates by which entry is made, there I saw on 
my left several English foot-soldiers, who 
had remained oor been left behind 
in order to pick up their 
fellow-countrymen. Theywere only two paces 
distant from the several fallen Egyptians, 
who likewise lay there along the ramparts. 
Atthis moment an Englishman discharged 
his rifle at one of these Egyptians and a com- 
rade saidtohim: “ Why did you do that?” 
and added, “It was not he who moved, but 
that man there.” The first mentioned sol- 
dier then took his sabre and plunged it in 
the back of the second Arab, who was lying 
on his stomach. Isawthe body move and 
the man’s shirt become dyed with red. The 
Englishman quietly drew back his sword and 
said, “I think he has = enough.” Al-

AN URBINO SALT-CELLAR. 


On acertain March evening the home of 
Mr. Derby presented an aspect of unusual 
animation; even the passers-by may have 
been aware that the Prince would dine there, 
and the whole neighborhood have basked in 
the sunshine of such condescension. 

The city was Washington, the street near 
the Arlington Hotel, and the house a bachel- 
or’s dominions well known to bon-vivants of 
all nationalities. Mr. Derby held an office 
under government, had traveled considerably, 
and prided himselfon being something of a 
connoisseur in art. In personal appearance 
he wasasmall, rather rubicund gentleman, 
With a quick blue eye, and ready adaptive- 
ness of manner, Which had won him popular- 
ity. His enemies pronounced him a lion-hun- 
ter. His little dinners had gained him celebri- 
ty in Washington. He spent days in prepara- 
tion of epicurean surprises, and then assumed 
a gentle deprecation of all praise. If he af- 
terward heard.

Derby is 
the only man who undersvands a soup ala 
bisque, a Parmesan souflié, out of Paris,” he 
was happy. 

Fame as a gourmand was a difficult réle 
worth playing in a land of Irish servants and 
high wages. The Prince was a Kussian, and 
the latestcelebrity in the national capital. 
His title need not be given to unaccustomed 
ears, because he was known simply as the 
Prince. For two months society had flocked 
to the shrine of a new idol ina flutter of ex- 
citement, and thrown about him the garlands 
of pleasure. Smiles greeted him on every 
side: his advent was marked by the glitter 
of jewels and the rustiings of rich toilets in 
rwowded ball-rooms: ail assumed todo him 
jonor.

Mr. Derby surveyed his dominions with a 
smile of satisfaction. He even peered again 
into the smoking and billiard rooms, then 
paused on the threshold of the dining-room, 
scanning anxiously the snowy linen, the 
standards of f. wers and fruits, the side- 
boards with its decanters.

HONORING A POET. 

No popular movement could have been 
more wisely conceived and more gracefully 
carried out than the movement to place a 
memorial of LoONGFELLOW in Westminster 
abbey. In this project we find enlisted the 
hearty sympathy and active support of the 
great names of England in literature, in 
statesmanship, in religion and in society, and 


they speak less for themselves than for the 
great masses of cultivated men and women 
whose homage to the American poet is spon- 
taneous and sincere:

“Whose songs cushed from his heart,” 
and his heart was always pure and healthy. 
He has written much, but from the ardent 
vouth of Hyperion to the kindly old age in

Damage Suit for Imported Wines Taken 
Out of thond. 

The suit of A. A. Melltier, K. Dunean Mel- 
lier and Albin Mellier against the St. Louis 
and New Orleans Transportation Company 
ison trial to-dav before Judge Boyle. The 


Melliers in September, 1issi, had shipped 
ftom Cadiz, by way of Liverpool, 
eight quarter and thirty-two sixteenth 


casks of sherry of the valine of 82,000, The 
wine arrived at New Orleans by the steam- 
ship Charrington. The St. Louis and New 
Orleans Transportation Company was recog- 
nized asa bended line for imports and ex- 
ports, and the bonded goods were consigned 
to them for transpertation to the 
port of St. Louis. The Melliers elaip, 
that it was the duty of the company to ac- 
cept the goods “in bond” from the ocean 
vessel at New Orleans and transfer to a 
steamboat for St. Louis. They complain, 
however, that the wine was not trenataaiel 


in bond and its value was therefore wholly 
lost. rhe Melliers did not re- 
ceive the wine and they ask judgment 


for full value $3,000. It seems that about 
the time tbis wine arrived in New Orleans

St. Louis Parties Pushing Their 
Claims for Losses.

In a marginal note appended to his quar 
terly report, dated March 3, 1877, Secretary 
of the Treasury Sherman stated that there 
remained in the U. S. Treasury a balance of ° 


$7,150,000 out of the $15,000,000 
awarded by the Geneva arbitra- 
tors to the United States and paid 


Commissioners by 


under the award of the 
Britain on account

of depredations committed on the high seas 
by the Alabama. 


The $7,150,000 was denom- 
inated by Secretary Sherman a trust fund, 


and as such bears compound interest. In 


this manner it has swelled to the pro- 


epee of something between $11,000,000 and 


12,000, 000. 

Thd previous awards amounting to the dif- 
ference between $15,500,000, the award of the 
Geneva arbitrators, and $7.150,000 remainin 
in the United States Treasury on the 3ist o 
March, 1877, were exclusively for losses to 
American citizens occasioned by the Alabama 
and other Confederate pirates on the high 
seas, i. e., four miles or more from the shore. 
The tirst court, which was appointed under 
act of Congress on June 23, 1574, adjourned 
after making their awards, and it was then 
proposed that the United States Government 
should refund to Great Britain the unex- 
pended balance, as being the excess over and 
above the losses actually occasioned by the 
Alabama. This proposition was successfully 
combated, however, and subsequently a new 
court was appointed by the President. The 
court consists of Hon. Hezekiah G. Wells, of 
Michigan, Hon, James M. Harlan, of Iowa, 
and Hon. Asa French, of Massachusetts. 
The court will receive and allow claims 
against the remaining unexpired balance 
of the Geneva ward. The _ first 
sitting of the court takes place 
in Washington on the 15th of the current 
month. The claims whichthe court is au- 
thorized to pass upon are divided into two 
classes. The’ first class embraces claims 
for loss occasioned on the high seas four 
miles or more from the shore, and the second 


class covers claims for the ay- 
ment of remiums for. war sks. 
The secon class of claims 


was created for the purpose of affording to 
merchants an opportunity to recover the ex- 
tra premiums charged by insurance —- 
nies during the rebellion, on account of the 
warlike acts of the Confederacy. This extra 
premium amounted to about 1 per e-nt,, and 
was exacted from merchants all 
over the country in consignments to 
points in the lower gr a 
and to Europe by way of New York or New 
Orleans. The term “high seas’’ in the act of 
Congress creating the second class of allow- 
able claims includes the Mississippi River, 
and it, therefore, follows that all extra prem- 
iums paid by St. Louis merchants on acconnt 
of the risks of the war are recoverable against 
the unexpended balance of the Geneva 
award. , Boston lawyer of  excel- 
lent professional standing, named Jerome 
F. Manning has undertaken to get together 
all these claims and to press their payment 
upon the Court of Commissions. o facili- 
tate his work Mr. Manning has appointed 
several agents in the West.

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The Sophistry and Selfishness of the Obstruc- 
tionists Logically Dissected. 


St. Louis, November 2. 
To the Falitor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have had the pleasure of perusing the 
platform of the Protective Association. as 
announced by Gen. Frost. I can’t make much 
out of it, but, divested of what is purely per- 
sonal, itamounts to about this: That the 
present movement to reconstruct the streets 
by special tax is in its essential nature agra- 
rian, and ought to be resisted by all good 
citizens. 

Now, this whole question of street recon- 
struction rests, as it seems to me, upon three 
propositions. 

1. Is a reconstruction of the principal 
streets of the city necessary or desirable? 

2. Isthe method proposed by the city unm 
der the charter wise and economical? 

3. Is the method proposed legal? 

The two first are questions of municipal 
policy ought to be discussed on their merits. 

The last will not be settled by newspaper 
discussion, but must go tothe courts. But

‘There are hopes among the dealers 
that this duty will be repealed.

To Trade Off a Poor Husband for a 


Rich One, and Divide the Wealth. 
Boston Cor. Cin. Enquirer. 


A singular will case, involving considerable 
money and several people well-known in this 
community. came up to-day in the Supreme 
Court. On April 8, 1869, John Hardy and 
Mary M. Smith were united in marriage, and 
lived together until about May 11, 1877. 
Early in April, 1877, Mrs. Hardy informed her 
husband that she desired to separate from 
him and obtain a divorce, in order that she 
might marry Ezra G. Perkins; Mr. Hardy 
was unwilling to assent to the proposition, 
but at last, feeling compelled by force of cir- 
cumstances, did consent to certain proceed- 
ings being taken to enable Mrs. Hardy to ob- 
tain a divorce. At this time they had accum- 
ulated a considerable amount of property, 
aud lived together at No, 4 Concord Square, 
Mrs. Hardy being well-known in the com- 
inunity as a medium, and Mr. Hardy pursued 
the business of a painter, the earnings of 
both being allowed to accumulate for their 
joint benefit. J 

[It was finally agreed that she might apply 
for and obtain a divorce, and to allow this 
plan to be carried ont Mr. Hardy consented 
to put himself in a position to allow evidence 
of adultery to be presented against him, al- 
though he was not guilty of that offense. The 
consideration for such action on the part of 
Mr. Hardy was $5,000, which was paid him, 
and accordingly Mrs. Hardy made applica- 
tion to the Probate Court of Salt Lake, in 
Utah, and on the 24th of April a divorce was 
vranted to her. The marriage with Mr. Per- 
kins then took place, and it is claimed that 
Mr. Perkins was cognizant of all the fraud 
which was perpetrated upon the court in 
Utah, which, it is claimed, had no jurisdic- 
tion over the parties or the Gause. 

Qn the other hand, eounsel for the estate 
of Mr. Perkins contend that Mr. Hardy con- 
sented in writing to the divorcee, and that, 
therefore, he is barred in setting up the di- 
vorce as entitling him toa share in Mrs. Per- 
kins’ estate. The main point at issue is a 
clause in the will: “IL will leave to my hus- 
band,” &c., under which clause it is claimed 
that Hardy was her lawful busband, and is 
entitled to the property. The case is pre- 
sented as a statement of facts to be argued

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A HISTORIC HORROR. 


Reminiscences of the Gasconade 
Bridge Disaster of Novem- 
ber 1, 1855. 


_ — 
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Thrilling Experiences of a Survivor of the Dis- 
aster--The Killed and Wounded and 
Now Living Survivors. 


Yesterday was the anniversary of the Gas- 
conade Bridge disaster, one of the most aw- 
ful catastrophesin the annals of American 
railroading. On the firstday of November, 
1855, a Missouri Paciiic Railroad excursion 
train often coaches, all crowded with pas- 
sengers, among them a large number of 
the leading citizens of St. Louis, 
left the city for Jefferson City for the pur- 
pose of attending a railroad celebration there. 
It was estimated at the time that there was 
an average of seventy people toa car when 
the train reached the bridge crossing the 
Gasconade River, one of whose spans gave 
way under‘the great weight, allowing the 
engine and the whole train, except two cars, 
to fall into the gulf beneath. 

Among the passengers of the train which 
met with so sudden and awful a fate was 
Mr. Samuel Copp, at present secretary of the 
Bellefontaine Cemtery, who this morning 
told the story of his experiences to a Post- 
Dispatcu reporter. He said: 

‘*l was, at the time of the accident, in the 
baggage car, which was right next to the 
tender. Whenthe span of the bridge gave 
way the fore wheels the engine were resting 
upona pier ofthe bridge and the baggage 
car went down _ first, the engine 
next. It landed right close by the 
bpggage car. it had fallen on 
top. of it, of course, I would not be here to 
tell you of what happened thatday. At the 
moment the span gave way I was standing 
at the door of the baggage car with a Mr. 
Billon, who is also a survivor of the disaster, 
when, suddenly, | heard a sound of a tre- 
mendous rushing. It Was ge as if the 
world was coming to an end. at once felt 
that I was in the presence of a great disaster. 
1 began falling. f comed to go hundreds of 
feet before stopping. When I came to my 
senses 1 found that 1 was surrounded by 
baggage which had been thrown forward 
upon me, and part of which was 
holding my legs in a vise-like grip. I worked 
one leg out with comparative ease; the other, 
however, Was so firmly held that despite my 
most strenuous exertions 1 could not remove 
it. Suddenly the steam from the boilers 
which were lying beside the baggage car be- 
gan pouringinuponme. Imade a frantic 
effort, seeing thatdeath by steam burning 
would be my fate ifI[ could not escape, and 
succeeded in getting my other leg free, | 
only by leaving my boot behind me. I re- 
member that it was just such a day then that 
it is to-day. had been 
a succession thunder storms 
and rain, such as we have _—ihad 
now for a couple of days, and | 
I passed the whole day walking about with | 
only one booton. At last the other boot was | 
recovered, and | washed itand my sock and 
got my foot covered again. It was very badly 
bruised, however, and I was lame for several 
days in consequence.” 

‘The scenes of that afternoon and of the 
night and day following were heartrending, 
and can never be eflaced from my memory. 
For hours gangs of men were engaged in get- 
ting out the dead and the dying and the | 
wounded from the wrecked cars which filled 
the bed of the river. 

“An extraordinary incident marked the 
return of the train conveying 
the dead and wounded and = the 
other survivors of the disaster to St. Louis. 
On account of the rains which had prevailed 
all the streams along the road were swollen 
and angry, and when we came to a creek, | 
whose name has just now escaped my men- | 


ory, its waters were so highand rapid and 
there was found to be such a large accumula- 
tion of debris against the piers of the bridge | 
that it was decided not to risk running the | 
whole train across it, but to push it over car 
by ear and by hand. For this purpose planks 
were laid along the bridve on each side of the 
track to facilitate the movement of |! 
those engaged in pushing the cars| 
along. Il was among the number 
thus engaged. The tirst car we started to 
push across the bridge was the one contain- 
ing the wounded, some fifty in number, and 
it had only reached about a quarter or a 
third of the distance across when we heard a 
loud crack—a sort of snap which struck ter- 
ror into our hearts. Both banks of the creek 
were crowded with spectators, and the cry 
went up, “Dridge going! Bridge going! Push 
her back! Push her back!’ . We had to come 
to a halt and go to the other end of 
the car before we could do this. The situa- 
tion wasa ticklish one. Crack after crack 
sounded and the bridge was swaying beneath 
the weight of the car and the waters and the 
debris. Every man put his shoulder to the 
wheel and pushed for dear life. We had just

gotthe car back when the bridge parted 
about tive feet behind and was carried | 
away bythe waters. Thirty seconds of de- | 
lay justthen would have turned the scale 
and resulted in another horrible disaster. 

“This accident delayed the arrival of the 
relief train in St. Louis. Those on the other 
side of the creek had to go to Washington, 
Mo., Where they chartered a ferryboat which 
took allthe wounded to that place, where 
the train was waiting forthem. -It was the 
tnird day after the accident that we got to 
St. Louis. It really seemed, even then, that 
fate was pursuingus. Whenrightclose to 
the city a brakeman, hearing a sound of some 
kind which attracted his attention, leaned 
out from the platform of the train and was 
struck and instantly killed by the post of a 
eattle guard. ‘The train stopped and he was 
picked up dead where he lay 
and carried to St. Louis. When 
we arrived home it seemed as if half the 
city had turned out to meet us. For two or 
three days afier we got home there seemed 
to be nothing happening in St. Louis but 
funerals, It was a most awful affair, and, 
though it happened twenty-seven years ago 
to-day, the incidents connected with it are 
perfectly fresh in my mind.” 

The reporter submitted to Mr. Copp a list 
of names of the killed and wounded on that 
remarkable occasion, and he verified them 
and pointed out the names of such survivors 
of the disaster as are still living in this city.

A Sad Story Illustrating the Vicissitudes of 
Theatrical Life. 


Steady patrons of the Grand Opera-house 
box office are familiar with the antique 
horse-pistols which hang onthe wall imme- 
diately above the head of the treasurer, to 
whose benign countenance they offer a con- 
trast which is strangely bellicose and for- 
bidding. A recent addition to the 
armory has just been made in 
the shape of a most villainous- 
looking bowie-knife of monstrous size which 
has been placed in position between the two 
other weapons, the whole forming an arsenal 
of sufficiently formidable appearance to 
frighten any bold highwayman who might 
feel like making a dash for the receipts, or 
to checkmate the chronie pass-fiend on one 


card has been hung outinthe vestibule. <A 
close examination of the weapon reveals the’ 
fact that it has a history which is only part- 
ly disclosed by the inscription upon the 
sheath, which reads: “Presented by ‘T. D. 
Rice, the original Jim Crow and American 
Comedian, to his friend, Col. G. W. Long, 
April, 1841.” The blade of the knife is fully 
eighteen inches in length and bears upon one 
side the words “Clar de Kitchen,” and on 
the other the words “Old Kentuck.” It is 
the property: of Mr. McKee Rankin, who 
with his company is this week playing an 
engagement at the Grand, and who jyester- 
day told a Post-DISsPAtTecH reporter all he 
knew about the interesting theatrical relic. 

“Il was walking through the streets of St. 
Paul,”’ he ;said, “and being attracted by a 
gun-shop window saw this bowie-knife and 
read the inscription upon it. All old actors 
know about Daddy Rice, as he was termed, 
who was one of the earliest and best, of 
American. minstrels, and of course 

felt an inclination to yur- 
chase ._—itthis memento of him. The 
owners did not went to sell it, asit was of 
value to himas a shop-window attraction, 
but I paid him a good price for it and secured 
it. He told me that he gotthe knife in Du- 
buque from a farmer who brought it to him 
with a request gat he convert itinto a pair 
of butcher knives. ‘The man knew that that 
was no fate for such a weapon so, he oflered 
the iconoclastic granger a new pair of knives 
for the old one and the trade was consumma- 
ted. He told me since then that he had had 
many offers for the purchase of it, one from 
Gen. Custer,, and another from a 
Sioux chief, both of whom were greatly dis- 
appointed when their offers were declined. 
Mrs. Rankin has a cabinet of theatrical relics, 
and as she had, as a chill, seen Mr. Rice per- 
form, L determined to’ getit for herif I 
could,’ 

From the subject of dramatic antiques the 
conversation drifted to Mr. Rankin’s career 
as aimanagerin St. Louis some years 
in the days before he came to- make the ac- 
quaintance of Sandy MeGee and Billy Piper 
and Ah Sin, which has resulted so profitably 
tohim that he can now atlord to allude 

ieasanily to an episode in the early part of 
iis dramatic life which was altogether de- 
void of agreeable incident. 

“My experience here as a manager,” he 
said, **was asad one. I was a boy, almost, 
at the time, and came here at the instance of 
one or two prominent citizens, and with the 
assurance that a stock company after the 
style of Wallack’s in New York would pay 
well. ILhadalittl money at the time, and 
rented the building on the corner of Fifth 
and Pine streets, itted it up, called it 
Rankin’s Theater, and opened the season 
with a rather remarkable company. 
lt ineluded J. Mortimer, at that 
ime the best light comedian in America.

I have hisson with 
me now, he plays the old clerk in the first 
act of ** °49," and Limber Jim in ‘**Ihe Dan- 
i Thenl had Mat Lingham, who is 
now also dead, and Charles Stanley, now a 
popular Philadelphia comedian.

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THE SITUATION IN CORN. 


An Interesting Statement From New 
York Merchants. 

The following interesting communication 
has been received from a praminent New 
York grain commission firm. This house has 
been engaged in the business in that city for 
the past twenty-five years. They doa strictly 
commission business, never speculating In 
grain, either on their own or their customers’ 
account, and are very conservative in their 
views. They have prepared the following 
statement with great care and attention to 
details, from data prepared yearly by them- 
selves, and to which they have given personal 
attention for the past twenty years: 

It is not without considerable reluctance 
that we put forward for — careful con- 
sideration a table such as herein submitted. 
The facts are all within your reach, in fact 
sou are conscious of them from yourown 

usiness experience, and yet, at the outset of 
a new crop movement of corn, it may be in- 


teresting if not profitable to refresh your 


memory as to facts which have an important 
bearing upon values of a corn crop. 

We have given details of crop movement 
monthly for 1867 to 1871, five years, four of 
which were years of short crops, when ex- 

orts were merely nominal and prices abroad 
fad no bearing on values here for several 
"ears. 

The abundant corn crops since 1874 are 
given, With the total exports from, all ports 
each vear since 1866 to 1881, both inclusive, 
and covering years of plenty. 

It istimportant to know what the annual 
home consumption of corn is during years 
of high prices and also during years 
when prices - have. ruled low, and 
perhaps the table we send is 
as illustrative asany that could be made. 
lf we take the aggregate crops raised Mm 
1866’67’°68 and’69, four years, of 3,417,311,295 bu. 
less exports 1867’68’69 and ’70, four years, 34,- 
476,075 bushels, it shows consumption of 
3,382,636,670 bushels, not counting stocks on 
hand November 1, 1866, or stock on hand 
November 1, 1870, when a large crop was put 
into market. If you will review the prices 
civen for corn during the years 1867’68"69 and 
‘T) voucan see that 8c. in gold at our sea- 
board with the high range of inland freights 
current at the period mentioned did not glut 
our markets, and that these fourcrops of 
corn, with a population in 1870 as per census 
of thirty-eight and a half millions, were es- 
sentially consumed at high prices by, say, 
thirty-seven millions of people. 

Against this, if we take six years of plenty 
beginning with the great crop of 1875,follow- 
ing on the heels of the short crop of 1874, we 
note that the aggregate crops,of 1875'76'77’7s- 
’T9 and 1880 were 8,601,009,583 Dushels,and ex- 
ports 1876°77°78'79'80 aud 1881 482,189,957, 
showing home consumption  8,115,519,626 
bushels in Six years, not eS- 
timating stocks in the country No- 
vember 1, 1881, which were large, 
and stocks in hand November 1, 1875, as _ be!l- 
ance of crop of 1874, which were smail. On 
basis of last census the population otf Amer- 
ica Which consumed these six crops was not 
to exceed forty-eight millions. 

We have seen the crop raised in 1881, esti- 
mated below twelve hundred millions, all 
consumed during the crop year ending Nov- 
ember 1, 1882, together with the enornous 
surplus of the previous six great corn crops, 
so that from the present outlook the country 
will begin consumption of the crop grown in 
1882 with empty granaries, with high prices 
for provisions and with an imperative de- 
mand for glucose which did not exist in 1867 
and 1870, but which is of enormous propor- 
tions now as entering largely into the manu- 
facture of beer. 

The home consumption during the year 
now drawing to a close was certainly on the 
basis of high prices for corn relative to those 
which had ruled during the six years of plen- 
ty above referred to. 

Infact if weadd to, the crop raised 
in 1880 (by far the largest crop 
ever raised in America, the crop raised in 
1881, which was nearly 50 per cent in excess 
of the home consumption in America when 
the population was 37,000,000, as hereinbe- 
fore shown, we find that in two years we 
have used up at home or exported, half at 
low prices and the remainder at high prices, 
say 2,912,350,543 bushels and the surplus of 
the previous crops on hand November 1, 1880, 
and are bare of corn now, except the incom- 
ing crop. ; 

The population this year is not less than 
52,500, 000, 

With these facts it can be readily seen 
what an important factor in the considera- 
tion as to future prices of corn the crop 
grown in 1882 becomes. It would appear 
that if it should be sixteen hundred millions 
America would not have a bushei to spare 
for export, and must consume that enormous 
quantity completely before a new crop to be 
grown in 1883 is tit for market. 

As “shorts” make the prices for the far 
futures by offering them down until a stal- 
wart takes their offer to sell up, how much 
ofthis value of futures is imaginary and
